Everybody Isn't Happy 
T 
HE prevailing happiness about agreement* to 
set aside the Taft Hartley law an union ne­ 
gotiators will not call strike* against employer* 
may be short-lived. 
The joint congressional committee set up under 
the law to make aura the Truman administra­ 
tion didn’t scuttle It for spite Is studying th* 
agreements reached In coal and In the Ford 
empire. 
National 1-abor Relations Board advisers ara 
studying these agreements, too, along with a 
great many other Americans Who think It’s ex­ 
tremely serious business lf private citizens get 
their heads together to nullify a public law. 
The moral fact of tbla matter is that th* Taft- 
H srtley law was passed to protect the public, 
not any labor union, not any manufacturer or 
group of industrialists. In this connection, It must 
be noted that th# law gives third ?artl*s the 
right to sue either employers, unions, or both, 
for recovery of damages becap** of unlawful 
acts. An auto dealer who lost his shirt because 
th* Ford union winked at an illegal sirike could 
seek recovery of his losses from th# unton. even 
lf the employer had^agreed to wink at Illegal 
strikes, too. 
Lawyers are having old home week dishing out 
profound advice to their clients on th* 'I aft* 
Hartley law. Bom* of the advice Is bound to 
be wrong. Only one side can win a lawsuit. 
There is still some doubt that private citizens 
can gee their heads together to set aside a fed­ 
eral statute for their private convenience.

Aug. 7 — The 
United States will revert Oct. I 
to its strict wartime controls over 
steel exports.

proval of both the country to re­ 
ceive th© metal and the use there 
to which it is to be put. 
Since th© war, American export* 
ers have been permitted to lump 
their orders and ask permission to 
ship a specific tonnage. 
M. E Sweeney, chief of the Com­ 
merce Department’s export cony-ol 
division over general products, said 
today the return to the wartime 
allocation method Is necessary be­ 
cause of large sums the United 
States is spending on foreign re­ 
construction. 
First consideration in Issuing ex­ 
port licenses, Mr. Sweeney said, 
will be given to requests for ship­ 
ments aimed at rebuilding basic in­ 
dustries. 
Since the policy could result In­ 
directly, however, in coloring the 
industrial pattern of nations now 
dependent on American steel, the

Still this is a very bloody war 
And contrary to what some A nteri-1 
cans and Europeans seem to think ' 
people get killed by the thousands. 
T he fighting is all in the north. 
above the Yangtze River.

It is close-quarter com bat, -but on 
a sm aller scale than 
the Italian 
phase of World W ar II. 
The hand 
grenade is the m ost widely-used 
weapon. 
Next com es the rifle and j 
the mar nine gun. 
Both sides have 
some 
artillery, 
but

horse- 
drawn and is used only when con- i 
testing a town. 
The C hinese'Communists, or per* 
pie's Liberation arm y as they call 
them selves, concentrate on trying 
to occupy 
farm 
lands 
and 
coal j 
fields and cutting off railroads that 
bring food and fuel to the cities. 
T heir strategy is 
to take 
the 
agriculture and "natural resources 
and let the cities die on the vine. 


T H U 8 T H E WAR goes on in iso­ 
lated pockets all over the north j 
and along the main railroads. 
The 
Chinese N ationalists march up th e | 
railw ay 
route 
toward 
southern 
Shansi province where there's coal 
or toward Honan, which is m ainly; 
agricultural, shooting and scatter­ 
ing the Communists as they go. 
The Communists retreat to the 
hills and then filter back down in 
guerrilla bands and yow up the 
railroads behind the Nationalists. 
T his goes on faster than the Na­ 
tionalists can repair the rails and 
the bridges. 
It is one of the rea­ 
sons for C h in as com m ercial pa­ 
ralysis. 
The biggest battles thus far have 
been 
in 
Manchuria, 
where 
the 
Communists still hold 
the initia­ 
tive. Monitoring the Chinese Com- 
m unist radio alone, you think the 
N ationalists are being slaughtered 
and annihilated at every encounter. 
T he American Army people here 
say 
both 
sides 
exaggerate 
their 
victories worse than the Japanese 
in World W ar II. 


T H E DIFFERENCE is that the 
ordinary people don't follow the 
w ar closely so the exaggerations 
don’t m ake much impression. There 
is no public adulation of w ar hfv 
roes on either side.
